A cand.date who violates any one of them is lable to 
be punished at the discretion of the Commissioner, in 
one or more of the following ways :— 


(i) Suspension from the whole or part of the exami- 
nation or from the whole or part of a paper. 


(ii) Disqualification from a paper or from the exami- 
nation. 

(iii) Debarment from examination for a period of one 
or two years. 


(iv) Debarment for life. 
(v) Suspension of certificate for a period. 


(vi) Reporting of the candidate’s conduct to his 
Superior or handing the candidate to or place- 
ing the matter in the hands of the Police. 


The Commissioner reserves to himself the right to 
take, before the examination or at any stage of it or 
thereaiter, any action deemed necessary by him and 
his decision wil be final except in the case of examina- 
tion for recruitment to the Public Service where the 
Commissioner’s decision will be subject to review by 
the Public Service Commission.

Rules 


1. Every candidate should so conduct himself in the 
precincts of the Examination Hall as not to cause dis- 
turbance or inconvenience to the Supervisor or his Staff 
or to other candidates. In entering and leaving the Hall 
he should conduct himself as quietly as. possible. 


2, Candidates are under the authority of the Super- 
visor and should assist him by carrying out his instruc- 
tions and those of h.s Invigilators during the examina- 
tion and immediately before and after it. 


3. Under no circumstances whatsoever’ will a candi- 
date be-admitted into the Examination Hall after the 
lapse of half an hour from the commencement of a 
paper. Nor. will he be permitted to teave the Hall till 
this period of time has eiapsed. In the case of a Prac- 
tical or Oral Examination a candidate who is late may 
be refused admission. 


4. Every candidate should sit at the particular desk 
assigned to him by the Supervisor and at no other. No 
change should be made wi.hout the express permission 
of the Supervisor.

2. Salary.—Successful candidates will be appointed to 


the Transiators’ service on the consolidated salary scale 
ot Rs. 3,864 per annum, rising by annual increments of 
Rs. 144 and xs. 18U to Rs. 8,040. This scale will be on 
two segments, ViZ., (i) Rs. 3,864—144—Rs. 6,456, and 
(ii) Rs. 5,736—6 of 144 and 8 of 180—Rs. 8,04u.

3. Conditions of Service —() Candidates who are 
successful in the examination will be appointed to three 
years’ probation with effect from the date of appoint- 
ment. ‘the posts are non-pensionable.

Any application received after that date will be 
rejected. The name of the examination should be 
clearly written on the top left-hand corner of the 
envelope. 


(iii) The application must bear stamps to the value 
of Rs. 40 which should be duly cancelled by the 
candidate’s signature and the date. Applications of the 
permanent and pensionable officers in the State Services
